Edmonton police announced 
new measures Tuesday to re¬ 
duce crime by cracking down 
on the city’s worst drivers. 

Oftentimes, drivers who are 
involved in criminal activity 
are also committing traffic of¬ 
fences, say pohce, and the EPS 


has created a special unit under 
the Violence Reduction Strat¬ 
egy to target these drivers. 

The 100 worst drivers on 
Edmonton roads wiU be mon¬ 
itored by speciahzed traffic 
apprehension teams (STAT), 
which will roam the entire city 
to target drivers. 

“Every day EPS engages with 
traffic violators, suspended or 
impaired drivers, individuals 
wanted on warrants, stolen 
property, travelling crimin¬ 
als, weapons and dmgs. By 
their very nature criminals are 
mobile, but we know from ex¬ 
perience that criminals are the 
most vulnerable when they are

Province to 
fast-track safety 
projects on 
deadly highway 

The Alberta government 
is speeding up three con¬ 
struction projects along 
dangerous Highway 63, 

Tenders are going 
out for two new passing 
lanes and extensions to 
six existing lanes added 
between House River and 
the junction with High¬ 
way 881, with completion 
expected by next summer. 

The other projects 
include grading for the 
next section of highway 
twinning and several kilo¬ 
metres of tree clearing. 

Alberta Transportation 
spokesman Parker Hogan 
says the projects were 
already on the books. 

But he says recent 
concern over the high¬ 
way, and a recent report 
detailing ways to make 
the highway safer, helped 
push the work ahead by 
one year. 

Premier Alison Bedford 
has yet to announce what 
recommendations from 
the report the govern¬ 
ment plans to adopt. 

The report suggested 
speeders should face 
higher fines and have 
their vehicles towed away 
on the spot. 

Bedford asked for the 
report following public 
demands and protests 
for the government to 
fast-track twinning of the 
road dubbed the Highway 
of Death. 

The primary stretch of 
road linking Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray has seen 
hundreds of crashes and 
many deaths.

Tony Romani, of project 
manager Icon Venue Group, 
and Scott Ralston, of 360 
Architecture, outlined op¬ 
tions for trimming $35 mil¬ 
lion off the $485-million 
price tag — through less 
underground parking or a 
different exterior material.

Another brazen 
mass shooting shocks T.O. 


Two dead, 23 sent to 
hospital. Horror comes 
to a crowded block 
party just weeks after 
a mall shooting left 
the city reeling 


A mass shooting left Canada’s 
biggest city in shock Tuesday. 

The searing hail of bullets 
at a Toronto neighbourhood 
block party killed two people 
and sent 23 others to hospi¬ 
tal, including a 22-month-old 
toddler. 

One of the two people 
killed was identified as 
14-year-old Shyanne Charles 
of Toronto. 

Police say it’s the worst 
gun violence in the city’s re¬ 
cent history — and they be¬ 
lieve it was gang-related. 

More grimly, they suspect 
deadly retaliation to take 
place and were sending re¬ 
inforcements to the racially 
diverse area Tuesday. 

More than 200 people 
were at the barbecue party 
in the city’s east end Monday 



night when gunmen sprayed 
the crowd with bullets. 

Tears shone in one man’s 
eyes as he said: “I saw people 
running, I heard ‘crack, 
crack’ and I hit the ground. 

“It was like a Quentin Tar¬ 
antino movie.” 

Mayor Rob Ford called it a 
“horrible tragedy” but added: 
“I know this is the safest city 
in the world. I’ve always said 
that, I truly believe it.” 


Police Chief Bill Blair said 
police have received “some 
co-operation” from witness¬ 
es, and called on all commun¬ 
ity members who attended 
the party to help with the 
investigation. 

Messages of grief quickly 
appeared on social media. 

“The hood gained another 
angel to look over us, RIP,” 
one person wrote on Twitter.

Activists angered. Scout 
leaders in U.S. refuse 
to drop ban on gays 


After a confidential two-year 
review, the Boy Scouts of 
America on Tuesday emphat¬ 
ically reaffirmed its policy of 
excluding gays. 

The Scouts cited support 
from parents as a key reason 
for keeping the policy and ex¬ 
pressed hope the prolonged 
debate over it might subside. 

Bitter reactions from gay- 
rights activists suggested that 
was unlikely. 

The Scouts’ national 
spokesperson, Deron Smith, 
said an 11-member special 
committee decided the exclu¬ 
sion policy “is absolutely the 
best policy” for the 112-year- 
old organization. 

The Scouts’ chief execu¬ 
tive, Bob Mazzuca, contended 
most Scout families support 
the policy, which applies to 
both adult leaders and Scouts. 

But the president of the 
largest U.S. gay-rights group, 
Chad Griffin of the Human 
Rights Campaign, called the 
Scouts’ decision “a missed op¬ 
portunity of colossal propor¬ 
tions.” 

“With the country moving 
toward inclusion, the leaders 
of the Boy Scouts of America 
have instead sent a message 



to young people that only 
some of them are valued,” he 
said. 

“They’ve chosen to teach 
division and intolerance.” 

One ongoing protest 
campaign involves Jennifer 
Tyrrell, the Ohio mother of a 
seven-year-old Cub Scout who 
was ousted as a den mother 
because she is lesbian. 

A report says more than 
300,000 people have signed a 
petition urging the Scouts to 
reinstate T 3 n:rell.

Israel plunged toward a pol¬ 
itical crisis Tuesday after the 
largest member of the gov¬ 
ernment quit, leaving Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu in charge of a hard-line 
coalition opposed to most 
Mideast peace moves. 

The moderate Kadima Party 
voted to pull out of the govern¬ 
ment just two months after 
joining. The move appeared 
to push the country closer to 
early elections, a scenario that 
would paral 3 ^e Mideast diplo¬ 
macy for months. 

Even if Netanyahu man¬ 
ages to hold the truncated co¬ 
alition together, the sudden 
crisis has broader implica¬ 
tions for Mideast peace, leav¬ 
ing him in charge of a nar¬ 
row parliamentary majority 
dominated by religious and 
nationalist hardliners who 
oppose concessions to the 
Palestinians. 

Kadima Leader Shaul Mo- 
faz had brought the party into 
the coalition to work with 
Netanyahu on ending a con¬ 
tentious, decades-old system 
that has granted draft exemp¬ 
tions to tens of thousands of 
ultra-Orthodox Jewish semin¬ 
ary students. But with a court-

Canadian shoppers who use 
credit cards may soon find 
themselves slapped with ex¬ 
tra fees, if retailers win a fight 
against being stuck with trans¬ 
action charges from Visa and 
MasterCard. 

Retail organizations re¬ 
newed their calls Tuesday for 
Ottawa to loosen credit card 
regulations following a land¬ 
mark ruling south of the border 
that could have imphcations for 
a case that will be decided by a 
federal tribunal later this year. 

Last week, a landmark 
settlement in the United States 
between Visa, MasterCard and 


merchants thrust the debate 
back into the spothght in Can¬ 
ada. 

The two credit card com¬ 
panies, as well as several major 
banks, reached an agreement 
to pay U.S. retailers at least $6 
bilhon US to settle a long-run¬ 
ning lawsuit that alleged the 
card issuers conspired to fix the 
fees that stores pay to accept 
credit cards. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business (CFIB), 
which has more than 100,000 
member businesses across Can¬ 
ada, is calling for changes to the 
federally regulated code of con¬ 
duct that would allow retailers 
more rights, including the abil¬ 
ity to make credit card users 
pay a surcharge or refuse credit 
cards at their stores. 

The CFIB wants merchants 
to have the ability to add sur¬ 
charges on credit card users 
that would coimteract the 
transaction fees charged by 
some credit card companies 


Competition Bureau 


• The Competition Bureau 
argues that restrictive 
contracts by Visa and 
MasterCard allow the two 
credit card companies — 
which represent 92 per 
cent of the market — to 
essentially dictate terms to 
merchants. 


• The tribunal has the 
power to force credit card 
companies to change their 
operations, but it cannot 
levy a monetary penalty 
in the case. A decision is 
expected later this year. 


Currently Visa and Master- 
Card rules state that merchants 
cannot levy any surcharges on 
credit card users, forcing re¬ 
tailers to absorb the cost of 
usage themselves.

The movie killed the Bat¬ 
man franchise for seven 
years, and it looked like Bane, 
played by wrestler Jeep Swen¬ 



son — Holy haberdashery. 
Batman who chose his bad lu- 
cha fibre mask? — would also 
be relegated to the big scoun¬ 
drel cemetery in the Sky. 

Then Nolan cast Tom 
Hardy, got rid of the ridicu¬ 
lous mask and gave the brute 
a second chance. So Bane is 
back and super-evil, but how 
do other Batman big-screen 
baddies stack up on the Bat- 
scale of finest to vilest?

Cesar Romero and Jack 
Nicholson both played The 


Joker, Batman’s arch nemesis, 
but Heath Ledger’s Oscar-win¬ 
ning take on the psychotic 
clown in The Dark Knight is 
the most menacingly memor¬ 
able.

The Penguin’s trademark 
squawking voice popular, 
but it was Danny DeVito in 
Batman Returns who really 
showed what a megaloman- 
iacal monster he really was. 

“You’re just jealous be¬ 
cause I’m a genuine freak and 
you have to wear a mask,” 
he said. Batman has battled 


plenty of female foes but fe¬ 
line fiend Catwoman is the 
pick of the litter. Whether 
it’s Lee Meriwether meow¬ 
ing, “You’re going to see 
the purr-feet crime, when 1 
get Batman in my claws,” or 
Michelle Pfeiffer wielding a 
12-foot bullwhip, the creepy 
kitty is fun enough for nine 
lifetimes.

Hudson River Park: A 
destination for recreation 



Urban oasis. A group 
of dedicated New 
Yorkers have turned a 
once-derelict patch of 
Manhattan into a place 
for outdoor fun 


In the past decade, the decrepit 
piers and industrial zones along 
eight kilometres of the Hudson 
River on Manhattan’s West Side 
have been utterly transformed. 

Hudson River Park is now 
a destination that gets 17 mil¬ 
lion visits annually, with a bike 
path, green spaces, playgroimds 
and recreation ranging from 
mini-golf and skateboarding 
to kayaking and even stand-up 
paddleboarding. Melissa Lopez 
rented a bike a few weeks ago 
and was amazed at what she 
saw as she rode downtown 
through the park. 

“It was gorgeous, hke a 
httle nature haven, beautiful 
flowers, trees, and only when 
you looked over to your left (at 
the buildings), did you realize 
you were in between a concrete 
jungle and this beautiful river,” 
said Lopez, 29, who came in 
from her home in suburban 
Westchester for the day. “Every¬ 
one was doing something 
active — sunbathing, roller¬ 
blading, bike riding. There 
was one pier with a volleyball 
court with sand. I kept asking 
my boyfnend, ‘Are we really in 
New York City?”’ 

Lopez’s reaction is proof 
of just how much things have 
changed along the river. For 
much of New York City’s hist¬ 
ory, “the waterfront was where 
the industrial areas were,” said 
Madelyn Wils, president and 
CEO of the Hudson River Park 
Trust. “Then in the 1960s, the 
port business went away and 
the waterfront areas became 
so derelict they were an embar¬ 
rassment. If you saw pictures of 


what this looked hke even 10 
years ago, you’d say, ‘How could 
anyone let that happen?”’ 

Looking at the ribbon of 
spotless wahcways, plantings 
and creative play areas along 
the river today between Batteiy 
Park City in Lower Manhattan 
and 59th Street, it’s hard to im¬ 
agine what Wils is describing. 

But when she and other 
New Yorkers began working 
to create the park in the late 
1990s, one of her goals as a 
mother of three hving in Lower 
Manhattan was simply to make 
more places where kids could 
play. In 1998, the city and state 
provided land for the park, and 
construction began in 2001. 

Last year’s opening of Pier 
25 in Tribeca, now one of the 
park’s most popular areas with 
mini-golf and volleyball, was a 
crowning achievement. 

There are stiU small sec¬ 
tions along the water awaiting 
redevelopment — a poimd for 
towed cars, a facility for Sanita¬ 
tion Department trucks — but 
the walkways and bike path 
are uninterrupted. (Wils says 
the park has “more bikes on 
the bike paths than anywhere 
else in the coimfry — 6 million 
a year.”) Between playgrounds, 
lawns, sports facilities, boating 
options and other amenities, 
the park’s attractions number 
in the dozens. 

“There are so many dif¬ 
ferent boating opportunities 
in the park now,” said Nancy 
Brous, metropolitan region 
director for the Hudson River 
Watertrail. Many of the pro¬ 
grams are run by volimteers to 
educate New Yorkers who may 
never have been in a kayak or 
out on the river before, Brous 
said, but the waUc-up kayaking 
programs also get “a lot of out- 
of-town visitors. This is some¬ 
thing that’s really going to be 
driving the tourist trade as time 
goes on and more people seek 
it out.” 


Another aspect of the rec¬ 
reational boating programs is 
teaching the public about the 
river. It’s a tidal estuary, so the 
currents are strong, and the 
water can be murky as the tidal 
flow stirs up silt. “It’s not crys¬ 
tal clear and you can’t see that 
deep into it, but it’s not pollu¬ 
tion,” Brous said. “People are 
very surprised when they learn 
about the water quahty. Just by 
the birds you can tell it’s clean 
— they’re out there and they’re 
catching fish.” 

Hudson River Park is also 


home to historic vessels that 
can be toured; public art like 
the AIDS memorial at 11th 
Street; yoga and other fitness 
programs; concerts, walks and 
talks, including a Simday mor¬ 
ning nature tour where partici¬ 
pants learn about the park’s 85 
species of birds. Little wonder 
the park has started turning 
up in travel guides to New York 
City as an option for visitors 
looking for something to do 
besides shopping, theatre and 
museums.

Paper Clip Pork: Unique 
take on Chinese staple 



Chinese barbecue pork, or 
“char siu” in Cantonese, is a 
standard item foimd in every 
Chinese deli and restaurant. 
Not so traditional is one 
family’s rather unique way of 
making it— with paper clips. 

And the credit goes to 
imcle. Kin Woo. When he was 
a college student, he wanted to 
experiment with making trad¬ 
itional char siu. He says that “in 
the old days” in China, people 
would cook the pork in a clay 
or brick oven with a wood or 
charcoal fire imdemeath. 

There were bars inside the 
oven with metal hooks that 
held the meat over the heat. 

So one day, as family lore 
has it, he started fooling aroimd 
with a paper clip. 

When he bent both ends 
into an S-shape, he discovered 
the perfect hook. And so the 
paper clips have been a trade¬ 
mark of his char siu for more 
than 30 years. 

1. Cut pork lengthwise into 6 
thick slabs. Cut each slab into 4 
strips. Set aside. 

2. In bowl, combine hoisin, 
wine, sugar, hot sauce and salt. 
Mix well imtil the sugar has 
dissolved. Add sliced pork and 
mix to ensure all of the meat 
is evenly coated. Cover and re¬ 
frigerate for at least 24 hours. 


3. When ready to cook, set one 
oven rack at the highest point. 
Remove the remaining racks. 
Heat the oven to 400 F. 

4. Remove pork from refriger¬ 
ator. Bend each paper clip, 
opening it to create a double¬ 
sided hook that resembles an S. 
One at a time, thread one side 
of a paper chp hook through 
one of the narrow ends of each 
strip of meat. If you hold one 
up by the paper clip, the meat 
should hang down vertically. 

5. Open oven and, using oven 
mitt, pull rack forward. Set a 
rimmed baking sheet lined 
with foil imder it (it will rest on 
the door for the moment). 

6 . One at a time, use paper 
clips to hook pork onto the 


oven rack so they hang down 
from rack’s imderside. When 
all meat is himg, push rack and 
rimmed baking sheet into the 
oven. Roast 45 minutes. When 
meat is cooked, carefully im- 
hook and remove paper clips 
before serving.

Let’s face it. Debt happens. 

It’s a fact of life that al¬ 
most all of us will need a 
little financial help at one 
point or another, whether 
it’s for our home, car, liveli¬ 
hood, education — even our 
groceries. 

Debt is an inevitable cir¬ 
cumstance of life, and, for 
the most part, it’s categoric¬ 
ally evil. 

But here’s the kicker; 
Debt isn’t always such a bad 
thing. 

The basics 

Ever heard of good debt? 

Yes, it’s an oxymoron, 
strange and it seems myth¬ 
ical at best, but believe it or 
not there are some things 
out there worth owing 
money for. 

Here’s what’s on the “good” 


Loonie loop hole 


“In Canada, interest 
on student loans is tax 
deductible, so you can 
at least get some money 
back from the govern¬ 
ment, should you file 
your taxes properly”

list: 

• Your home 

• Your own business 

• Your education 

These are otherwise known 
as things that will increase 
in value over time and 
give you the best bang for 
your borrowed buck. Be¬ 
cause you’re borrowing to 
finance things that won’t 
lose their value (and will 
actually earn you money in 
the long-run), this kind of 
debt is considered good and 
justifiable. 

Bad debt, on the other 
hand, is money borrowed 
for things that will depreci¬ 
ate in value over time, 
sometimes even instantly 
(think: as soon as you leave 


the store!). Consumable 
goods like clothes, cars, 
video games and flat-screen 
TVs are expendables, as are 
pricey out-of-town trips you 
can’t afford. 

Left unmanaged, this 
kind of debt could leave you 
facing years — even decades 
— of loan payback ahead. 

And the worst “bad” debt 
you can make? Credit card 


debt, since it usually carries 
the highest interest rates 
and the most onerous pay¬ 
back schedules out there. 

Education gives back 

Student loans — burden¬ 
some as they may seem 
during payback time — are 
considered some of the best 
debts to get into, and for 
good reason.

IndyCar. Penske driver 
trails Hunter-Reay by 
just 34 points with four 
of the final five races 
on street courses 


With five races to go, Will 
Power says he can still beat 
Ryan Hunter-Reay and win 
the IndyCar championship 
— but the margin for error is 
near zero. 

“I feel I’m a contender, I 
really do,” said Power Tues¬ 
day in a conference call. 

“I feel like if we get every¬ 
thing right in the next five 
races we have a legitimate 
chance of winning the cham¬ 
pionship. 

“We’re one of the quickest 
out there, and when things 
go right on a weekend, we’re 
always on the podium or we 
win the race.” 

Power trails Hunter-Reay 
by just 34 points heading 
into Sunday’s Edmonton 
Indy event, but he dismisses 
the suggestion that with four 
of the last five tracks be¬ 
ing road/street courses, the 
championship is his to lose. 

“It’s not a matter of think¬ 
ing this will be easy for me 
because it’s road courses,” he 


said. 

“In fact, it’s become very 
tough on road courses to win 
just because of the competi¬ 
tive nature (of the circuit) 
this year. There’s no one 
dominant. There’s no one 
getting all the poles. There’s 
no one really winning all the 
road-course races. It’s really 


mixed up.” 

Nevertheless, the 31-year- 
old Penske driver is still king 
of the road courses and has 
been for the previous two 
seasons. 

He has won IndyCar’s 
Mario Andretti Trophy for 
most points on road courses 
in each of the last two years 


and is on pace to win it again 
in 2012. He has 227 points in 
six starts on the road courses 
this season. That’s 28 points 
more than Hunter-Reay. His 
three wins this year (back-to- 
back-to-back victories at Ala¬ 
bama, Long Beach and Sao 
Paulo) were all on road/street 
courses.

Power is a distant 17th on 
the ovals. 

It’s a breakout season for 
the 31-year-old Hunter-Reay, 
with Andretti Autosport, but 
Power said it’s not that sur¬ 
prising. 

“He’s always been strong. 
This year he’s just been more 
consistent,” he said. 

“He’s executing week in, 
week out. In my opinion he’s 
the strongest guy in IndyCar 
racing right now because he’s 
strong in both disciplines — 
oval and road.”

The 32-year-old RadioShack 
Nissan Trek leader placed 
third in the Tour last year, and 
was in 12th place overall — 9 
minutes 45 seconds behind 
leader Bradley Wiggins — on 
Tuesday’s rest day.

Whenever Mike Sinclair drives 
by the old house in Burnaby, 
B.C., he can’t help but marvel 
at the fact it’s still standing. 

“It took a beating,” Sinclair 
says with a laugh. “I don’t 
know how it’s still upright. 
But I guess that’s what you get 
when you get two really com¬ 
petitive kids around the same 
age.” 

Those two kids were Mike 
and younger sister Christine, 
who would leave coimtless 
broken windows and scuffed 
walls in her wake en route 
to becoming Canada’s finest 
women’s soccer player. 

“Oh God, our windows, 
our next-door neighbours’ 
windows, the windows of our 
neighbours two houses down,” 
he said. “We’ve broken more 
things.” 

The concrete basement 
floor of their three-bedroom 
house provided the perfect 
venue for everything from 
roller-hockey to golf to soccer. 

Fast forward a couple of dec¬ 
ades and Christine Sinclair’s 
aim has definitely improved. 
The 29-year-old is Canada’s 
leading goal-scorer and has the 


third-most international goals 
in women’s soccer history, 
trailing Americans Mia Hamm 
and Abby Wambach.

The ES has always enjoyed 
a sterling reputation with 
Lexus buyers as the fleet’s 
go-to entry-luxury model, 
even though the sportier IS 
series is less expensive. But 
in this league, size counts for 
plenty and the longer, wider 


and roomier ES beats the 
pants off the IS in the space 
race. 

For 2013, interior volume 
has been slightly increased 
due to the addition of about 
five centimetres between the 
front and rear wheels. That 
adjustment makes the ES 
more livable, especially for 
rear-seat riders, but it’s the 
car’s outward appearance 
that’s bound to make it a lot 
more likeable.

With its luxurious cabin 
environment, stress-free 
engine performance and 
trouble-free reliability, the 
ES should continue to garner 
serious consideration from 
entry-luxury shoppers. Dial 
in an invigorated redesign 
plus a fuel-sipper option and 
more folks than ever will 
likely vote y-ES.

Are you superstitious? I think 
I’m regular-stitious. I walk 
imder ladders, but never carry¬ 
ing a black cat. Motorcycbsts 
seem to be incredibly non 
superstitious. They think that 
the most superstitious date on 
the calendar — Friday the 13th 
— is the absolute bomb. 

It’s been a tradition since 
1981 to drive your motorcycle 
to the resort town of Port Dover, 
Ont., on the shores of Lake Erie, 
every Friday the 13th, regard¬ 
less of which month it falls on. 

Every year it gets bigger, 
even the years when the “Black 
Fridays” show up on cooler 
months. With the last Friday 
the 13th of 2012 happening in 
July, and hot weather on the 
forecast, many predicted that 
this would be the biggest turn¬ 
out ever. And it was. 

About 50,000 motorcycles 
and 150,000 people were the 
numbers I heard repeatedly. 
I didn’t actually cormt all the 
bikes and on-lookers clogging 
the streets of Dover, because 
I was too busy getting heat 
stroke, or what I thought was 
heat stroke. Turns out I was 
instantly cured by an adult 
beverage and some pan-ffied 
Perch at the Erie Beach Hotel. 
But suffice to say, you couldn’t 
swing a stuffed animal, hke say 
a cat, without hitting leather, 
chrome, or a large person with 
a bandana. So I didn’t. 

Funnily enough, our gang 
didn’t arrive at Dover via bikes, 
or via cars. Our pal Kirby hosted 
us in nearby St. Williams, and 
dropped us off by boat. Great 
fun but I wouldn’t necessarily 
recommend the water route, as 
dock space on that day is super 


tight. But with so many people 
on the pier looking at every 
boat coming into the marina, I 
can now appreciate how Queen 
Elizabeth felt on her Jubilee 
tour down the Thames. 

It was my first Friday the 
13th at Port Dover. Here are a 
few impressions and observa¬ 
tions of the day, from this rook¬ 
ie attendee. 

• Very hot and humid, saved 
only by a slight breeze. 

• Did I mention it was hot? 

• A warm day meant a lot of 
skin was uncovered. As usual, 
this is good and bad. 

• The vibe was awesome. 
All those bikes and all those 
people and all that heat and 
nobody was cranky or pushy. 

• The cruiser crowd, which 
prefers leather and Harley 
Davidson motorcycles, are def¬ 
initely the majority, but there 
was solid representation from 
all motorcycle genres — sport 
bikes, vintage, touring, stan¬ 
dards, trikes, etc.

From 2006 to 2010, the E60 
generation of BMW’s M5 
sedan offered up a slew of 
performance upgrades to 
handle the 500-horsepower 
output of the most powerful 
factory 5-Series yet. 

The M5 isn’t a car for the 
faint of heart — and high 
fuel and insurance costs 
mean a more modest 5-Series 
model with a smaller engine 
may make more sense for 
most shoppers who don’t 
require the services of one of 
the fastest four-door cars on 
the planet. 


Common Issues 


Ensure all electronics on the 
M5 you’re considering are 
working as expected. Note 
that reports of a ‘frozen’ iDrive 
central command system 
aren’t uncommon. Watch for 
warning indicators that may 
become illuminated on your 
test-drive, especially pertaining 
to the SMG transmission, if so 
equipped. Many owners have 
reported some level of prob¬ 
lems with the computer brain 
that controls this sophisticated 
transmission. Some also report 
problems with the oil lines 
and solenoids that operate the 
engine’s valve timing system 
in earher years — so be sure 
to have these systems verified 
for proper operation by a BMW 
mechanic. 

A loud creaking noise from 
the M5’s rear end could be 
caused by a problem with the 
differential, which could be 
remedied by switching to a dif¬ 
ferent type of lubricating oil. 

A full check of the M5’s 
various (and complicated) 
electronics systems by a BMW 
service centre is key to confi¬ 
dence ahead of a purchase.

In 1993, I was listening to 
Whoomp! (There It Is) on my 
Sony Walkman and pla 5 dng 
Mortal Kombat on my Sega 
Genesis. 

Getting my driver’s li¬ 
cence was years away, but 
I had a poster of the 1993 
Mazda RX-7 on the wall in my 
room, too. 

That year, the RX-7 was be¬ 
ing sold as Mazda’s $45,000- 
plus flagship sports car. This 
machine is largely regarded 
as the highest-performing 
street-legal Mazda ever made. 
It’s also the source of that 
“Zoom-Zoom” DNA present 
in Mazda’s products to this 
day. 

This was a special car for 
the Japanese automaker — 
and largely the reason that 
Mazda stashed one brand- 
new, bright yellow, un-modi- 
fied unit away at their head 
office for two decades. 

For a time, it was even 
parked in the front lobby — 


the same front lobby I walked 
into to pick up my first ever 
test-car (a Mazda MX-5) seven 
years ago. So, effectively, 
this particular yellow RX-7 
watched from a few feet 
away as I started my career 
reviewing cars. 

Recently, I had the rare 
chance to realize a childhood 
dream and spend a week 
driving this exact RX-7. Senti¬ 
mental value? Very much. 

A supercomputer-designed 
suspension, lightweight hol¬ 
low sway-bars and four-wheel 
ABS brakes were advanced 
for their time. Ditto the so¬ 
phisticated, sequential twin- 
turbo setup — which helped 
the 1.3-htre rotary engine 
generate 255 horsepower and 


217 Ib.-ft of torque. 

Two turbochargers meant 
two boosts of power smooth¬ 
ly merging with one another 
— perceived by the driver as 
virtually lag-free torque from 
just beyond idle to just shy of 
the 7,500 r.p.m. redline. This 
is the sort of technical, mech¬ 
anical wizardry that makes 
excited aspiring car fanatics 
salivate. 

Rear-wheel drive and 
a five-speed manual were 
standard. All said, it was fast 
by standards of its day, and 
is still quick and potent 20 
years later. At full rip, torsos 
are pressed into seatbacks as 
the persistent whistling of 
the turbochargers enters the 
cabin — which is sweet. 


The rotary engine’s com¬ 
pact size allowed it to be 
mounted behind the front 
axle, helping with a 50/50 
weight balance. Handling 
response is instant, direct, 
and surprisingly heavy and 
locked-on despite the size of 
the car. 

I couldn’t bring myself to 
drive this classic aggressively, 
but the eagerness and agility 
can be felt at every touch of 
the wheel. 

The cabin exemplifies 
pure ’90s Japanese sports-car 
cockpit-ness. It’s tight and 
snug and hopelessly short 
on storage, though a centre- 
mounted 8,000 r.p.m. tach¬ 
ometer and a centre console 
curved towards the driver cre¬ 
ate a truly personal space to 
take in the performance. 

Practical? Hell no. But if I 
ever felt more like I was in a 
cockpit, I don’t remember it. 

Without the distractions 
of modern day gadgets and 
safety gear, RX-7’s engineers 
could focus purely on the 
driving experience. This was 
a car from an era where fo¬ 
cusing on the driving experi¬ 
ence was a very big deal. 

And now, even two dec¬ 
ades later, it still drops the 
jaws of people half its age. 
And the jaws of folks like 
me who had a poster of it 
on their bedroom wall when 
they were a kid.

What is a retro car without 
retro colours? It’s the visual 
tie that binds four decades of 
muscle car separation. 

Dodge’s eye-popping Plum 
Crazy Purple for the Dodge 
Challenger certainly brings 
back memories for muscle afi¬ 
cionados. At least it certainly 
does for me since I have a Plum 
Crazy Purple 1970 Dodge Chal¬ 
lenger R/T convertible with 
white stripes, a rare ragtop that 
has been my baby for more 
than a decade. 

When Chrysler designers 
introduced the retro-styled 
Challenger for the 2008 model 
year, you could only get it in Or¬ 
ange — the first heritage colour 
to be released—then black and 
silver. But these colours didn’t 
satisfy buyers for long. 

“Challenger is the modem 
interpretation of the muscle 
car. The minute it came out, 
people were saying they 
wanted the car in Plum Crazy 
Purple. There were online posts 
and renderings,” said Chiysler’s 
Jiyan Cadiz. “It’s such an iconic 
colour ... it was pretty much a 
natural move.” 

For the 2009 model year, 
Chrysler offered up its second 
heritage hue known as B5 Blue, 
named for the 1970 paint code, 
but still less iconic than Plum 
Crazy. It wasn’t long before 
Tor-Red rolled off the assembly 
fine. Then, it was only a matter 
of time before buyers got their 
wish: 2010 would see more 
bright hues: first Detonator Yel¬ 
low; then purple. 

Known as PCP in Chrysler 
hngo, the new Plum Crazy is 
slightly darker than the ori¬ 
ginal, one of eight extra-cost 
“high impact” colours offered 
in 1970 and 1971, when muscle 
cars reached their peak of both 
performance and marketing 
outrageousness. Plum Crazy 
kept company with the hkes of 
Panther Pink, Top Banana, Sub- 
hme and Gomango. 

“The colours really helped 
define these cars then,” says 
Cadiz. “It’s quite a daring col¬ 
our, but there is definitely a de¬
